FIRST SESSION. 


WEDNESDAY, Nov. 26, 9:30 A. M. 
Synod met, and after one-half hour’s devotional exercises, was 
called to order by the President. 
The clerical roll was called and absentees were noted. 
Lay delegates from the pastorates were received on the presen- 
tation of their credentials, and their names were enrolled.

President's Report. 
The report of the President’s official acts was read as follows : 


Dear Brethren of Kansas Synod - Through a kind Providence we are again 
permitted to assemble in Synodical Convention. We recognize with devout 
gratitude the never-ceasing care of vur heavenly Father. By His intervention, 
death has kept from our ranks during the past year. His bountiful hand has 
made the earth tosmile with plenty. Beneath the fostering influences of His 
grace our churches have enjoyed a fair degree of prosperity in temporal and 
spiritual things. Under these encouraging auspices of heaven, I greet you in 
this our. Seventeenth Annual Convention. 

I herewith submit a statement of my official acts, together with the Synod's 
operations since we last met. |

PASTORAL CHANGES AND INSTALLATIONS. 

December 2, 1883, Rev. S. S. Waltz informed me that he had resigned the 
First Church of Kansas City. He was succeeded in the pastorate by Rev. J. 
M. Cromer, May 16, 1884. 
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March ist, Rev. M. F. Troxell resigned the Eureka pastorate in order to 
accept an appointment by the Board of Home Missions to Kansas City Mis- 
sion No. 2. Rev. H. M. Lentz accepted a call to Eureka soon after Rev. 
Troxell’s resignation. He was formally installed March oth, Revs. Sparr and 
Troxell officiating. 

January 27th, Rev. A. B. Kirtland resumed charge of the New Cambria 
congregation, vice Rev. Harrington, resigned. 

February 24th, Rev. J. A. Bright resigned the Ellsworth charge. Since 
his resignation he has been supplying the Lincoln congregation in connection 
with several country appointments. 

June 16th, Rev. J. A. Hartman was sent by the Board of Home Missions 
to organize a mission in the city of Emporia. 

August ist, Rev. J. E. Maurer resigned the pastoral charge of the Law. 
rence congregation. He was succeeded by Rev. I. J. Delo, who took charge 
September 1oth. 

October ist, Rev. H. B. Belmer assumed charge of the Peabody pastorate, 
vice Hesson resigned. 

March 23d, Revs. Barnitz and Kissell conducted the installation services 
of Rev. Mauritz Stolpe at Marquette. 

September tst, Rev. N. A. Whitman took charge of the Bunker Hill pastorate. 

October 14th, Rev. 5S. Henry, by appointment of the Board of Home Mis- 
sions, began work in Ottawa, and reports the prospects very encouraging. 

About the 1st of November, Rev. P. A. Heilman entered the city of Den- 
ver, Colorado, authorized by the Board to organize a mission. 

Recently Rev. George S. Diven took charge of the congregation in Atchi- 
son, under appointment of the Board. 


VACANCIES, 

The Ellsworth charge has been vacant since February, although supplied 
in part by Rev. Bright. » 

The Ebenezer charge in Dickinson county is vacant, but hopes to secure 
the services of Rev. Whitman some time in December, to whom it has ex- 
tended a call. 

Hardy, Nebraska, is vacant, although arrangements are progressing looking 
to the early supply of that point. 

Hays City has been without a settled pastor since last February, and has at 
present no immediate prospect of securing one. 

Halstead and Americus, two missions organized by our Traveling Mission- 
ary some years ago, but never enjoying the services of a regular pastor, should 
receive special attention from this Synodical Convention. If it should de- 
velop that they have become disorganized beyond the hope of recovery, they 
should be stricken from the roll of congregations. 


NEW ORGANIZATIONS. 
The Children’s Memorial Church of Kansas City was organized, by Bro. 
Troxell, June ist, with twelve members. It will apply for admission to Kan- 
sas Synod at this convention. 
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March 16th, Rev. Schauer organized a congregation 6f eleven members in 
Gage Co., Neb. After serving this people for some time, owing to the great 
distance of travel, he transferred the congregation to the pastoral care of Rev. 
Groenmiller that it might unite with Nebraska Synod, where it properly 

The First English Lutheran Church of Denver was organized with eighteen 
members by Rev. Heilman on the gth inst. Formal application has been 
made for admission to this Synod. 

Rev. Seidel organized, Nov. 1oth, a new congregation in Minneapolis, with 
twenty-five members. | 

NEW CHURCHES. 

In November, 1883,a Lutheran church at Vineland, under the pastoral care 
of Rev. D. Scholl, was formally dedicated. The church is a frame structure 
24x44, and was erected at a cest of $1,250. 

March 23d, 1884, the new Swedish Lutheran Church of Marquette, was set 


part to the worship of God with appropriate ceremonies. 


In August, the corner-stone of the Shirar Church in New Cambria charge 
was laid with the usual formalities. The church is a stone edifice, and is now 
approaching completion. " 

June 15th, the corner-stone of the handsome church in which we are now 
met was laid with due solemnity. The church is a monument to the faith and 
self-sacrifice of Bro. Dornblaser and his people. It will be dedicated to the 
worship of God at this Synodical Convention. 

At Waterville, Bro. Lowe has a new church under process of erection, the 
corner-stone of which was laid on the 22d inst. 

Brother Troxell is making commendable effort to secure funds to build a 
church in Kansas City. His appeals should receive a generous and universal 
response from Sunday-schools throughout the church. 

The church at Peabody has been undergoing extensive repairs. 


CORKESPONDENCE AND APPOINTMENTS. 

By virtue of authority of Synod, April 1st, I appointed Rev. M. F. Troxell 
a member of the Advisory Board of Missions, vice Waltz removed. 

Apnil 30th, by urgent request from Carthage College, I appointed Rev. J. 
B. McAfee to vote the stock of Kansas Synod at a meeting of stockholders 
of that institution. 

March 24th I appointed Rev. S..B. Barnitz a committee of one to investi- 
gate certain charges preferred against Rev. J. A. Bright. 

May 16th, I granted permission to Rev. J. W. Kimmel, of North Auburn, 
Neb., to supply the congregation at Morrill, Kans., on condition that when the 
Lutherans at Morrill secured a regular pastor, he and congregation should unite 
with Kansas Synod. 

August 21st, Rev. Kimmel informed me that the Morrill congregation had 
decided to unite with the Nebraska Synod, and asked my consent. My re- 
ply was that I did not think Synod would justify me in allowing congregations 
to be diverted from our territory.

SUGGESTIONS. 

1. That Synod take into consideration the adoption of some plan of system- 
atic benevolence which will be helpful to congregations in raising their bene- 
volent funds. | 

2. That Synod adopt some rule regulating the entering of the names of new 
congregations on our Parochial chart. 

From the foregoing review it will be seen that more pastoral changes have 
occurred than for some years. But it will also be encouragingly apparent 
that in the midst of these changes Synod has made substantial progress. The 
occupying of Kansas City No. 2, Emporia, Ottawa, Denver, and Minneapolis, 
shows that the Board and Synod have been vigorously planning an advance. 
This certainly is a move in the right direction. For several years we have been 
practicaily at a stand-still so far as the occupying of new territory is concerned. 

Our field is great, and its resources almost unlimited. Many other promis- 
ing points invite us to enter. Our Synod should fully awake to the possibili- 
ties before us, and arouse herself to put forth the utmost exertions to occupy 
this growing West, which of right should be largely Lutheran. 

Thanking you for your kindly courtesy and cheerful codperation, and pray- 
ing the blessing of God upon the deliberations of this convention as well as 
upon the year’s labor before us,

It was moved that each pastor read his Report on the State of 
Religion before Synod, in connection with his Parochial Report. 

It was moved that Rev. Maurer be made the Synod’s reporter 
for the Topeka Commonwealth, Rev. Diven for the Capitai, 
Rev. Cromer for the Kansas City Jowrma/, Rev. Seidel for the 
Lutheran Observer, and Rev. Lowe for the Lutheran Evangelist. 

The Treasurer’s Report, only partially complete, because of 
fire having destroyed records kept in the Peabody Bank, was 
heard, and referred to the proper committee. He reported a 
gratifying increase in general contributions. 

The committee on admission of churches reported favorably 
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on the reception of the Children’s Memorial Church of Kansas 
City, and the credential of the lay-delegate, Mr. E. P. Briggs, 
was received and his name enrolled. 

Parochial Reports were then made the order of the Synod, 
including the reading of the Reports on the State of Religion. 
The reports were referred to the proper committees. 

Rev. Dr. S. F. McCabe, of the Presbyterian church, and Rev. 
L. Blakesley, of the Congregational church, Topeka, were intro- 
duced and invited to seats on the floor of Synod. 

It was moved that the Synod adjourn at the Thursday morn- 
ing’s session in time to attend Union Thanksgiving services in 
the city churches. | 

On motion, Synod at 4:35 adjourned, to meet in Ministerium.

—Dear Brethren ; Your Committee to advise with the Board of Home Mis- 
sions of the General Synod, would respectfully submit the following report 
for the year ending with this meeting of Synod. 

The past synodical year has been one of great activity, and has been marked 
by substantial growth on the part of many of our Mission congregations. 

Through the energy and faithfulness of our Western Secretary, Rev. 5. B. 
Barnitz, the following vacancies have been supplied within the bounds of our 
Synod: Eureka, Peabody, Bunker Hill, Lawrence, and Atchison. 

The following new points have been taken up by the Board of Home Mis-

sions and supplied with pastors who are now diligently and hopefully at 
work : 

1. Emporia has been occupied in accordance with the urgent request of 
Synod, and for some months Rev. J. A. Seen laboring te 
field as a home missionary. 

2. Kansas City, No. 2, was organized during the year as a “ Children’s 
Memorial,” and placed under the pastoral charge of Rev. M. F. Troxell. 
Steps have already been taken to erect a suitable chapel, and by the efficient 
management of Bro. Troxell, seconded by the hearty codperation of the Gen- 
eral Boards of the Church, the work promises to move forward rapidly to a 
successful consummation. 

3- Ottawa, the flourishing county seat of Franklin county Kansas, has been 
occupied by a missionary for a few months. What signs of promise are de- 
veloping themselves, the committee are not definitely informed, but we have 
every reason to believe that the material accessible to our church is abundant. 
and if the necessary means can be secured to build a comfortable chapel, the 
work will be crowned with success, and the committee will ever rejoice with 
our good Bro. Altman, in the establishment of a stronghold of Lutheranism 
in south eastern Kansas. 

4. Denver, Colorado, the beautiful capital of an adjacent state, has been 
quite recently restored to the list of mission points. 

This large and inviting field, we doubt not, is ripe for the gospel sickle, and 
we hope and pray, our brother Rev. P. A. Heilman, may reap a rich harvest 
for the Master. 

In conclusion the Committee, wish to record their hearty endorsement of the 
action of our Western Secretary and the Board of Home Missions for the wise 
selections in occupying these new points, and in securing energetic men to fill 
the vacancies. 

The committee take pleasure in calling attention to the resuscitation of our 
church at Atchison. 

By direction of the Western Secretary two members of the Advisory Com. 
mittee visited the field and conferred with the brethren, and after a careful 
canvass, conducted mainly by Rev. M. F. Troxell, the committee reported to 
the board, by telegram, that the present outlook in Atchison was auspicious for 
a new beginning, and the Board promptly commissioned Rev. Geo. S. Diven, 
of Boalsburg, Pennsylvania, to take charge of the work.

Trustees of Carthage College. 

Mr. President : | attended the meeting of the Board of Trustees of Car- 
thage College in June, 1884, as one of the Trustees from Kansas Synod. 

It was then decided to re-organize the faculty under Prof. Bartholomew as 
President, and re-open the school in September, which has since been done 
with an attendance of between 90 and Ico students. The available endow. 
ment fundis something over $20,000. The lost notes, etc., have all been 
found or renewed. Prof. Bartholomew and the professors associated with 
him are running the institution onthe funds derived from tuition, rentals, etc., 
without incurring any indebtedness against the institution or using any interest 
arising from the endowment fund, leaving the latter to cancel the indebtedness 
owing the former professors. 

I was not at the meeting of the Board in November, 1884, but learn that a 
committee was appointed to secure the services of a competent attorney living 
outside of Hancock county, to whom a full list of questions covering title, 
ownership, right of using and disposing, and covering all the disputed and 
controverted points about which there has been so much discussion in our 
church papers, has been submitted. There has doubtless been negligent and 
unbusiness-like management in some things connected with the institution, yet 
from the purest and best of motives. And I recommend that the college re- 
ceive not only words of encouragement, but all the material aid that it is pos 
sible for this Synod to render it.

We have carefully studied the reports of our brethren on the State of Relig- 
ion, and have in some instances supplemented extreme meagreness by personal 
consultation. Your Committee offer the following : 

I. PASTORS’ STATEMENTS. 

1. The Externals.—Attendance upon divine services has been generally 
good, with a perceptible tendency to improvement. Prayer mectings, though 
not largely attended, especially by the ma/es, are animated and spintual. A 
considerable number of accessions is reported. Benevolent contributions in- 
dicate a growing liberality in the churches. Communion services, those 
indices of Lutheran church-life, are devoutly observed. Catechisation, we 
regret to say, seems to be neglected. The Sunday-school work is growing, 
and by nearly all, is recognized as an important factor of church instrumen- 
tality. Upon the whole, from this standpoint the outlook is hopeful, both as 
regards the newer and more fully established fields. For all of which good- 
ness, our gratitude is due Almighty God. 

2. The Spirituality.—The mission of our holy religion is the spiritual ren- 
ovation of individual souls: this is the roof. With such fruits in the outward 
life, it could scarcely be otherwise than that the inward life, back of, and 
quickening it, should be strong and full. We are particularly gratified to ob- 
serve the strong undertone of spirituality, which, with the notable exception 
of but /we, among the charges reporting to us, is indicative of a condition 
essential to all healthful activity. The pulse of church-life beats normally ; 
several refreshings from the Lord are reported. As a consequence of this 
state of things, universal peace and harmony prevail. 

ll. RECOMMENDATIONS. 

1. That the attention of our pastors be called to the faithful use of catechi- 
sation, as the method, approved by our fathers and tested by time, to be em- 
ployed in preparation for church membership. 

2. That we all realize afresh that our highest work is of a spiritual charac- 
ter, in awakeniag and developing the inner Christian life among men.

The Committee on Resolutions presented the following : 

WHEREAS, Intemperance is a great curse, and a movement is now on foot 
looking to its extirpation by the introduction of instruction in our public schools 
upon the danger from the use of stimulants and narcotics ; therefore, 

Resolved, That we have heard with pleasure the statements made by Mrs. 
Joquith, a representative of the W. C. T. U. of this State, relative to their 
method of work in the cause of temperance; that we heartily endorse the 
movement, and that we will do all in our power to give success to the same. 

Adopted, with the proviso that the resolutions of the last ses- 
sion of the Synod on Temperance, minutes of 1883, p. 20, be 
appended as the sense of this body at this time. They are the 
following : 

Wuereas, The rurm traffic is a prolific source of most of the crimes com- 
mitted in our land, 

AnD WHEREAS, Its evil results are visibly marked in its every footstep, 
filling our penitentiaries with criminals, our almshouses and poorhouses with 
paupers, our asylums with imbeciles and idiots, and our land with sabiey and 
ruin—it brutalizes man, dishonors God, and curses society, 

Anp WuHereas, The rum power disregards all constitutions and laws en 
acted or adopted for its regulation or suppression, and bids defiance to the 
moral sentiment of society, corrupts our ballot boxes and our public officers, 
and wherever possible renders our elections a farce and a fraud: therefore, 

Resolved, That we earnestly recommend to our pastors and people the im- 
perative duty of using every proper means, and availing themselves of every 
suitable opportunity, to secure the election of good and efficient officers, who 
will use all honorable measures for the most rigid enforcement of the mig « 
tory law in our State.
